WAR WITH THE BOKB8. 


The Britlab. Defeated With Oreat 
81a*Bhter, M> Their tteneral 
Killed. 


The British met with a crushing de- 


feat from the Boers last Sunday. A 
large number of soldiers and officers 
were killed; their commanding General, 
Colley, being among the slain. The 
War Department at London has re- 
ceived the following telegram 
from 


Colonel Bond, commanding at Mount 
Prospect: "General Colley, with 22 
officers and 627 men, infantry 
and 


naval brigade, proceeded on Saturday 
night to occupy Majola mountain. The 
Boers attacked him at 7 o'clock Sunday 
morning. At 1 P. M.the firing increased; 
at 2:20 it became evident from the camp 
that we had lost the hill, and our men 
were retiring under a heavy fire. There 
is no doubt that General Colley is 
killed. 


General Wood telegraphs, corrobor- 


ating the above, and says he will return 
to New Castle on Monday. 


Another account of the fight at Spitz- 


kop says that when the ammunition 
failed the slaughter was terrible. Final- 
ly the British made a desperate but 
unsuccessful rush. Sixtieth Foot fought 
their way back to camp. It is stated 
that only seven men of the Fifty-eighth 
survive. The camp is being fortified at 
every point.

Trial tor Duelling. 


Although the jury in the case of Colo- 


nel Cash, of South Carolina, who-, has 
been tried for killing his antagonist in a 
duel, did not agree, it should be put 
down to the credit of Judge Pressley, 
before whom he was tried, that he has 
done his duty like an honest < Jndge and 
a brave man. The killing of Shannon 
was a cruel, heartless, vindictive act. 
The Judge said, in charging the jury, 
that, according to law, the offence with 
which the prisoner was charged was 
murder, and nothing else. The system 
of the barbarous code has been so long 
accepted and practiced by the hot- 
bloods of South Carolina, as well as of 
some others of the Southern States, and 
has become so intimately mixed up with 
all the education of the people', and 
held so long to be an absolutely neces- 
sary method of atonement for acts for 
which the laws offer no sufficient pun- 
ishment, that it would be perhaps too 
much to expect twelve men to agree to 
a verdict condemning a man of Colonel 
Cash's standing to a felon's cell or the 
gallows. But such decisions by juries 
must eventually be made, or the prac- 
tice of duelling will continue. The cus- 
tom has been declining in the South for 
years, and that, perhaps, makes the act 
of killing a man in a duel all the more 
offensive to the laws and to civilzation, 
because the conscience of the public is 
more enlightened on the subject than 
formerly. Yet there is probably senti- 
ment enough in favor of duelling to 
save Cash from punishment.
